I wanted  to  share  the  notice  we  got  from  our  emergency  response  folks  about  a mine 
blowout  yesterday  afternoon  near  Silverton,  CO,  and  a release  of  at  least  a million 
gallons  of  orange  water  to  Upper  Cement  Creek  and  to  the  Animas  River. 
Water  is  continuing  to  release  from  the  mine  at  a slower  rate. 


As  the  Animas  flows  into  New  Mexico,  I wanted  you  to  be  aware  and  have  a 
chance  to  contact  your  counterparts  in  NM.  The  EOC  here  is  trying  to  get 
better  sense  of  travel  times,  but  don’t  have  a good  sense  of  that  yet.  We  will 
share  more  info  as  it  becomes  available.
